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SCHOOL REPORT FOR 1900. 


CITIZENS OF SPRINGFIELD: 


In again presenting our’ 
annual report for your consideration, we feel assured 
that our schools during the past year have been as 
successful as the attending circumstances justified us 
in expecting; and the attendance excepting in the last 
term in part of the schools, has been fully up to the 
usual standard, while the instances of tardiness are 
very many less than usual, one school only being 
excepted. 


The vacancies caused by the death of Warren C. 
Philbrick were filled by appointing Edith A. Clough as 
Clerk of the District and David P. Goodhue as Treas- 
urer. 


It seemed necessary to have seven schools in town 
during the spring, but the removal of one family in 
Kempton Division enabled us to begin the school year 
with only six schools. The Leavitt children were 
schooled in Wilmot for thirteen weeks, which is the 
number of weeks that we have had in Morgan, Sanborn, 
and Philbrick Divisions since the beginning of the school — 
year; also in Maxfield Division, where we made up the 
four weeks due them last year. In Washburn Division, 
we had one term of twelve weeks in the fall, while 
in the Center Division there were only ten and three- 
fifths weeks, as the teacher obtained a long winter term 
of school after commencing the second term here. This 
can be made up before the close of the school year, Au- 
gust 1, 1901; and we think the pupils will make greater 
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progress than they would if we had had another teacher © 
for a few weeks last winter. 


Perfection is no more to be expected in our schools 
than elsewhere. The best teacher is not the one who 
explains everything to her pupils, doing the greater 
part of the work herself, but the one who can induce 
her pupils to think for themselves, and does not confine 
them to the text books in use. The true teacher will 
first take pains to find out if the thought is present and 
then with that properly developed, the oral expression 
will take care of itself. This is especially true in teach- 
ing reading. 

“‘A better appreciation of the value of our schools 
and a more united and friendly striving of parents with 
teachers to secure for their children industrious habits 
of good order and study would do much to elevate the 
character and increase the usefulness of what should be 
our most cherished institution.’’ Parents and guard- 
ians, can you afford to be indifferent and unconcerned 
when the school-days of your children are rapidly pass- 
ing away? 

While laws have been and are being enacted with 
the hope of securing better advantages for the children 
in our country towns, it becomes the duty of all to work 
for the education of our youth, as this will not only be 
an advantage to them but well benefit us by the in- 
creased prosperity in our town.
